DOREEN RAO is presently the music director and conductor of the 
Glen Ellyn Children's Chorus and, until recently, she also held the 
position of assistant conductor of the Chicago Symphony Chorus. 


Recognized as one of today's leading choral conductors, Doreen Rao 
has prepared the Glen Ellyn Children's Chorus for major symphonic 
works, operas, and recordings with the Chicago Symphony under Sir 
Georg Solti, James Levine, Claudio Abbado, Daniel Barenboim, and 
Leonard Slatkin. She is the recipient, with Sir Georg Solti, 
Margaret Hillis, and James Levine, of four Grammy Awards, and one 
Grand Prix du Disque for recordings with the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra and Chorus, and the Glen Ellyn Children's Chorus. 


Doreen Rao. was assistant conductor of the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra with Leonard Slatkin ina _ performance of Britten's War 


Requiem, and among the many orchestras which she has directed are 


the American Symphony Orchestra, the Northwestern Orchestra and 
Chorus, and the Southwark Music_Concert —-Orchestra and Chorus in 
London, England. 


Over the years, Miss Rao has performed as a professional chorister 
and soprano soloist with the Chicago Symphony Orchestra, and has 
held the positions of assistant professor of voice and choral music 
at Chicago Musical College, Roosevelt University; director of the 
Northwestern University Chorus; and instructor for the University 
of Illinois Graduate Music Education program. 


As an invited lecturer, clinician and conductor, Doreen Rao has 
made guest appearances at Finlandia House in Helsinki; at the 
Jerusalem Music Centre; at numerous universities throughout the 
United States; and at various conferences for the American Choral 
Directors' Association, and the International Society for Music 
Education, among others. 


She has had several textbooks and a choral music series published, 
including the series, "Choral Music Experience .. . Education 
through Artistry" (Boosey & Hawkes). Her many articles have 
appeared in such publications as The Choral Journal, Canadian Music 
Educators' News, The Conductor's Podium, and The Illinois Music 
Educator. 
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ROBERT COOPER received a Master of Music degree in choral 
conducting from the University of Western Ontario, where he 
conducted the Faculty of Music Concert Choir. He was a recipient of 
the Leslie Bell Scholarship for Choral Conducting and a Canada 
Council grant which enabled him to continue his studies in West 
Germany, under Helmuth Rilling. He also worked with Robert Shaw 
and Robert Page in the United States. 


Mr. Cooper has enjoyed a distinguished career in the field of 
choral music. In addition to teaching and conducting at the 
University of Toronto, he is music director of the Toronto 
Mendelssohn Youth Choir and the Opera in Concert Chorus. The 
Faculty of Music Concert Choir performed last December under Mr. 
Cooper's direction, as part of Opera in Concert's gala Russian 
program in MacMillan Theatre. As a conductor and clinician, he has 
worked extensively with many choral organizations and youth choirs 
throughout Canada and, last summer, he was an invited juror at the 
1987 international choral competition, "Let the People Sing," in 
Helsinki. , 


Robert Cooper is Executive Producer of CBC Radio Music's "Choral 
Concert" and "Saturday Afternoon at the Opera."
